Report of the Trustees of Central 
Cemetery. 


Twenty lots have been sold during the past year. As 
only 95 lots remain unsold, it seems only a question of 
time when the cemetery will have to be enlarged; and it 
is again suggested that steps be taken to connect it with 
the cemetery back of the Congregational Church, by se- 
curing land of H. A. Locke and the. Congregational Par- 
sonage. The trustees again call the attention of those lot 
owners who fail to cut the grass on them, to Article 10 of 
the By-Laws, which reads as follows : 


«Owners of lots will be required to cut the grass on 
their respective lots at least once a year, and weeds and 
other refuse growth shall be cut as often as the Cemetery 
Trustees may require. And said grass and weeds shall 
not be left in the avenues or paths, but taken from the 
cemetery. When said owners neglect or refuse to comply 
with this article, the cemetery trustees shall enter upon 
said lot and remove the same at the expense of the owner 
of said lot.” 

In grading lots, it should be remembered that it is 
wrong to encroach on the avenues, as has_ been done in 
several instances. Care is taken with each lot, so that the 
full amount of land is staked out, which the purchaser is 
entitled to, and the grading should be confined to the 
space inside the lines indicated by the stakes. 

It may be stated that the cost of the cemetery, in- 
cluding land, tomb, fencing and labor to date, shows an 
expenditure of $3,878.00, and there has been received 
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from sale of lots $3,981.00, with 95 lots unsold, valued at 
$1900.

Report of School Board. 


In presenting our annual report we feel justified in 
saying the schools are at present in good working order in 
the hands of competent teachers, who are taking great in- 
terest in the work and are diligently striving to interest 
and advance the pupils in their studies. It has been nec- 
essary during the year to change teachers in all of the 
schools, also in teacher of music; in filling these vacancies 
we feel, under the circumstances then existing, that we 
were fortunate in procuring our present corps of teachers. 

The school laws of the state require that a certain 
amount of money shaJl be raised each year, and such 
money shall be appropriated to the sole purpose of main- 
taining public schools within the town. At the close of 
the last fiscal year there remained quite a balance in the 
treasury, and wishing to use it in some manner whereby 
our schools might receive adequate benefit, your board was 
authorized by vote of school meeting to procure the ser- 
vices of the Superintendent of Schools at Portsmouth to 
take charge of the educational work of our schools, pro- 
vided we could make satisfactory arrangements with the 
school board of Portsmouth. Your board met with a com- 
mittee of that board appointed to confer with us, and made 
them this proposition: to pay one-fifth their superinten- 
dent’s salary, provided we receive his services in our 
schools one day of each week. The school board of Ports- 
mouth, acting on report of their committee, refused to ac- 
cept, on the ground that their schools required the whole 
attention of their superintendent. No particular changes 
have been made during the past year in text books, a few 
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supplementary readers having been added as the needs of 
the schools required. 

The organs in three of the schools becoming worn 
out and useless, have been replaced by the purchase of new 
ones, of the Estey make. These organs are built ex- 
pressly for school use, are strongly made, and full rich 
tone. 

We regret to report that in some of the schools 
the pupils are developing a_ tendency towards ill- 
manners, a lack of self respect and respect for others, also 
of interest in their studies. This is a pernicious habit, an- 
noying to the teacher and all connected in operating the 
school, extending even to the community, and should be 
suppressed in the quickest possible way, and we ask the 
co-operation of the parents for their assistance in the mat- 
ter. All of which is respectfully submitted.
